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YOUTHS TORTURE 


Story of Cruel Whipping 
While Victims Are 
Tied to Trees. 


BACKS MARKED BY WELTS 


Posse in Search Discovers the 
Second Lad Near the Scene 
Where the First Was 
Attacked. 


Stripped to the skin, gagged and bound, two 
children were beaten until they were all but 
unconscious by two youths in the lonely 
woods of Forest Olen. 

_ Thetr assailants were arrested by the 
Irving Park police yesterday afternoon after 
a search that lasted more than fifteen hours. 
| One of the fiendish torturers of the boys was 

‘caught in the act of mercilessly beating the 
younger of the victims. 

The boys who were beaten until their skins 
are a mass of bloody welts, some of them al- 
most as big as a man’s finger, are Richard 
Enger, 12 years old, 1860 Lawrence avenue, 
and Richard Keenley, 7 years old, 1773 Kar- 
natz avenue. 

Their assailants are Arthur Holmgren, 16 
years old, 209 Johnsen avenue, and Joseph 
Caffiboin, 18 years old, 2 Catalpa avenue. 
The police explain their conduct on the 
theory that they are degenerates. Holmgren 
was relea on ball. Caffiboin is at the At- 
tril street station. 


Tells Police of Attack. 

The Enger boy, who is the son of a mall car- 
rier, John Enger, was attacked by Holm- 
gren and Caffiboin on Tuesday afternoon. 
Scarcely able to drag himself home after 
he had been beaten at intervals for nearly 
an hour, he told his father, who brought him 
to the police station, where he repeated this 
account to Lieut. Collins: 

“I was out in the woods at Forest Glen, 
near Glen View avenue and the north branch 
of the river, when two large boys came 
along. They asked me if I could swim. 
I said I could. 

Show us, then,’ 


one of them said. We 


don't believe you.’ 


“ So I took off my clothes and went into 
the river. When I came out they took me 
and tied me to a tree, with my face to the 
tree. They tied me so fast that I could not 


move. I was afraid and cried for help, but 


they put something in my mouth so I coulda’t 
a sound. 


+ E they broke branches off the 


and whipped me so hard that I though: 
would kill me. All this time they were laugh- 
ing. I guess I must have fainted wae oF 
untied me. ‘ 


Ordered to Steal Saree. 

“A woman and her little child were walk- 
ing through the woods some waysofk. They 
made me put my clothes on and gave me a 
kick and told me to run after the woman and 
grab her pocketbook and bring it to them. 
I was so scared I could not cry out, but I 
would not steal the woman’s pocketbook, 

“Then they tied me up to the tree and 
began beating me again. I don’t remember 
how long. It was awful. After awhile they 
let me down and one of them took a key out 
of his pocket and said to me: 

want you to go down to that house 
down there, unloek it, and get everything out 
of it and bring it to me.“ But I would not, 
because I had been taught not to steal, and 
they beat me some more.“ 

The lieutenant didn’t know exactly what to 
make of the story. It was the “ weirdest 
yarn,” he said, that he had ever heard, but 
there were the welts on the boy’s-body—asg 
big, the ljeutenant said, as a man's finger. 
His skin was one mass of laceration. The 
boy scarcely could stand. * 


Scene in Lonely Woods. 

It is a lonely part of a suburb of Chicago, 
where. woods are thick. It is thinly settied 
and the people have that close relationship 
toward each other that is always found in 
localities where the population is small and 
the neighbors, though far apart, are much 
dependent upon each other. It wasn't long 
tore the neighborhood wes thoroughly 
aroused and during most of the night a vol- 
unteer posse of indignant citizens with lan- 
terns, sticks, and firearms were searching 
the woods. 

Policemen Gleason, Olson, Garrigan, and 
Hanley headed the posse, and perhaps it is 
just as well the assailarits of the Enger boy 
weren't found during the first mad anger of 
the neighborhood, for they d have been sum- 
marily dealt with notwithstanding the re- 
straining influence of the police. The people 
were furious. 


Second. Victim Is Found. 

At 2 o’olock in the afternoon the Irving 
Park patrol wagon was called by a mall car- 
rier named Rasmussen, one of the volunteer 
searchers: 2 

I have found another victim tied to a tree 
and the man who did it.“ 

The police were not long in reaching the 

place and there they found the bleeding and 
unconscious Keenley boy, who had just been 
untied by the mall carrier, a close friend of 
Enger. The scene was just a few yards away 
from the place where the Enger boy had been 
tortured. 
Rasmussen had in custody the Holgren 
youth and had either found him in the act 
of administering his flagellations or in run- 
ning away following his discovery. 

The little Keenley boy had been stripped of 

his clothing and was bound and gagged ex- 
actly as the Enger boy had been the day 
before. In this instance no pretext had been 
employed to get him to remove his garments 
in the first place. 
It wasn't more than a few minutes later 
until there was a shout from some of the 
other searchers and Joseph Caffiboin, sullen 
and defiant, was a prisoner. He had been 
hiding in the vicinity. | 


Two Youths Identified. 
The two youths were taken to the police 
station, where they were identified without 
hesitation by the Enger boy as the two who 
had beaten him the day before. 
The two prisoners will be closely questioned 
this morning by the police. 
The brutal torture of these children 
aroused every policeman at the station,“ 
said Lieut. Samuel Collins last night. 
“These boys were beaten unt. they were 
nearly dead.

Forest Glen Is Aroused by 
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VICTIMS: ALI?-~SUFFOCATED. 


Fire in Shaft Cats Off Air Supply and 
Prevented Rescue. 


McAlester, Okla., Aug. 26.—More than thirty 
miners were suffocated this morning in 
Halley-Ola coal mine No. 1, at Hailey ville, 
fourteen miles east of McAlester, when fire 
destroyed the hoisting shaft and air shaft and 
out off the air from the men below. 

Late tonight the of twenty-six 
miners suffocated in the mine had been re- 
covered, and it was believed ten more re- 
mained in the smoking pit. 

The work of rescue continues, and a de- 
termined fight is being made to reach all 
parts of the mine in thejhope that the bodies 
of the missing men may be found in some of 
the deeper workings of the mine, which lead 
in every direction, and in some instances are 
more than a mile from the scene of the + 
plosions. 


Mine Oiler Starts Fire. 


Shortly after 8 o' clock this morning W. F. 
Parker, mine oiler, accidentally applied a 
torch to a barrel of oil and almost instantly 
an explosion followed which threw flames in 
every direction and in a few seconds the mine 
was a seething furnace from which there 
seemed not the slightest chance of escape. 
The fire and explosion. started almost 300 
feet from the surface and as the flames ate 
their way back into the mine a dense column 
of smoke and fire spouted from the shaft. 

News of the fire quickly spread among the 
families of the men who had gone down for 
the morning shift and soon the shafthouse 
was surrounded by. a piteous crowd of for- 
eigners, the wives and children of the im- 
prisoned men. Hastily an organized effort 
was made to reach the suffocating men, but 
not until after almost twelve hours of an in- 
cessant and heartrending struggle was the 
fire sufficiently under control for the res- 
cuers to enter the mine. 


Bodies Found in Heap. 


The dead bodies were found a short dis- 
tance from the scene of the explosion, which 
had occurred at the bottom of the hoisting 
shaft, and it was evident that the unfor- 
tunate men had barely time to retreat a short 
distance before the deadly fumes of burning 
oll and gas overcame them. The dead men 
were found huddled together and all had 
been suffocated. While efforts were being 
made to quench the flames at the entrance 
of the mine, other rescuers were making et- 
forts to enter the mine from a subentrance 
almost half a mile distant from the explo- 
sion. Smoke and flames poured from the en- 
trance for hours and there seemed no limit 
to the extent and damage already done. 
Undismayed, however, in the hope that their 
work might result in saving some compan- 
ions, the men labored. 

It will be many hours before the mine 
has sufficiently cooled and cleared of smoke 
so that searching parties may penetrate 
every working of the mine. All hope of 
finding any of the men still missing alive has 
been abandoned.

DYING MAN EATENALIVE | 
BY SWARMS OF RED ANTS. 


Terre Haute Contractor Succumbs to Ex- 
posure and Torture of Insects After 
Fainting in Los Angeles. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 23.—[Special, )—Lit- 
erally eaten alive by red ants which preyed 
upon his weakened body for three days, Bur- 
ton R. Jarvis, aged 26, a contractor of 26 
Chestnut street, Terre Haute, Ind., suc- 
cumbed to the awful experiehce today in the 
county hospital. Jarvis, who was suffering 
with tuberculosis, started on Sunday to visit 
the ostrich farm. On the way he fainted. 

When he regained corisclousness late at 
night. he found himself so weak he could not 
walk. He tried to attract passereby, but they 
evidently thought him drunk and paid no at- 
tention. Some boys found him ‘and 
brought food for him with money he gave 
them. At last they notified a woman who 
lived near and she notified the authorities, 
who rushed the man to the hospital. 

The exposure induced pnéumonia, which 
probably caused his death. As he lay halt 
conscious red ants attacked him and there 
were spots on his body and legs as big as, 
two hands eaten by the insects. When taken 
to the hospital Jarvis told the doctors of the 
agony he suffered as the insécts swarmed 
over him and the scornful looks of the pass- 
ersby when he begged for assistance.

All of Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth 
Wards Affected by Ruling. 


A sweeping reduction of 15 per cent in the 

assessors’ vaiuations of all land in the 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth wards Was 
made last night by the board of review. 
e The announcement of the reduction was 
made by Reviewer Roy O, West, following 
complaints entered by a delegation of Lake 
View property owners, headed by James 
Pease. Mr. Pease, as spokesman the 
delegation, told the reviewers thet land valu- 
ations in Lake View as fixed by the assessors 
were from 50 to 75 per cent higher this year 
and that the property owners felt they were 
entitled to a reduction. 

The territory that will benefit by the reduc- 
tion comprises about eight square miles, and 
the total reduction, it is estimated, will 
amount to approximately $3,000,000, 

“It 6% true that land in Lake View this 
year has been assessed from 50 to 78 per 
cent higher than last year,” said Mr. West. 
“The reduction of 15 per cent will place the 
increase there on a par with the rest of the 
city.” 

The reviowere will finish their work of 
hearing réal estate and personal property 
complaints Tuesday. Totals on the various 
classes of taxable property in Chicago and 
Cook county will be compieted Sept. 8. 


Calls Tax Highway Robbery. 

H. H. Harvey, 1123 South Central Park ay- 
enue. complailned m a letter to the board of 
review yesterday that his assessment “ is 
simply highway robbery under the guise of 
law.” Reviewer Roy O. West after reading 
the letter handed it to Reviewer F. D. 
Meacham and said: 

“Well, if he feels that badly about it 1 
think we'll have to give him a cut.” 

The assessors’ valuation of Harvey's bulld- 
ing was $1,060 and the reviewers reduced it 
to $800. Following is the letter: 

I wish to protest against the assessment on 
my property. Ne improvements or changes 
have been made since 1890, yet the taxes have 
increased yearly. until they amounted to $58.68 
this year on property renting at $25 a month. 

This is simply highway Gobbery under the 
guige of law. Protests heretofore have been 
futile, and there seems to be no desire on the 
part of your honorable bedy or that of the 
board of assessors to give the small property 
owners a square deal. 


Roach Makes Complaint. 

President John M. Roach of the Chicago 
Railways company and the Consolidated 
Traction company complained to the board 
that the assessors’ valuation on the personal 
property of the two companies was excessive 
to the amount of $13,461,300. He asked for a 
reduction accordingly. 

Mr. Roach brought with him schedules of 
the personal property of both corporations, 
according to the report of Bion J. Arnold, to- 
gether with last year's tax figures, und the 
figures of the assesors for this year. 

The schedules were placed in the hands of 
Reviewer Fred W. Upham, who withheld a 
decision pending further investigation.

SAYS IT’S CRIMINAL TO TALK 
OF FREEING ISLANDS NOW. 


Prof. MacClintock, on Return from the 
Philippines, Speaks at Luncheon of 
Chicago Association of Commerce. 


“Talk about immediate independence of 
the Philippines is criminal.” 

This is the way Prof. William D. MacClin- 
tock of the University of Chicago, who has 
gust returned from the islands, sizes up the 
situation there: The professor was one of 
several educators sent by the government to 
the Philippines to improve the educational 
system of the islands. He addressed the As- 
Sociation of Commerce at its luncheon yes- 
terday noon at the Great Northern hotel. 

“The reason is because the United States 
eould not think of granting independence 
of the country against foreign aggression,” 
he continued. We must stay there and make 
@ good job of it. We must stay there until 
We have a stable form of government with 
truly democratic feeling and have col- 
lected stable elements of a national prosper- 
ity and defense—namely, money, commer- 

fal property, and an orderly and honest 
administration. : : 

“Go far we have done extremely well. We 

have been a great help to the Filipinos, but 
the time is not yet ripe. The country simply 
is not ready for independence.”’

Brighton Park Opposes Negroes. 

While the Gage Park residents were pre- 
tecting themselves against a possible negra 
colony in their midst the property owners of 
Brighton Park, just riorth of Gage Park. were 
organizing to drive the eighteen negro fam- 
ilies now living there out of their community. 

It was reported in Brighton Park that a 
party of negroes from a Chicago negro 
church was planning to purchase property 
there. After @ search in the evening it. was 
learned that the ‘negroes had secured an op- 
tion on the old Brighton Park Methodist 
Episcopal church at Thirty-eighth street and 
California avenue. 

A committee of three, headed by Louis 
Franks, went to work last night to effect an 
anti-negro organization in the community. 
They hope to raise $300 and purchase the 
church property themselves.

NEGROES LOOT AND FIRE HOUSE 


Imprison Woman in Closet and the

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 26.— Two unidentified 
negroes effected entrance to the home of 
Virgil Bassett, a street car motorman, early 
today, during his absence, seized and choked 
Mrs. Bassett and locked her in a pantry 
closet, ransacked the house, set fire to the 
place, and fled.

Uving and are thus compelled to resort to 


strebt cars as a means of transportation. In 
each case, perhaps—and many readers will 
agree with me—there ig usually ‘a man at the 
bottom of it. Com, 

“ Personally, my interest in mankind grows 
constantly—especially since I came to Chi- 
cago to earn my living, but I will not em- 
barrass them to the extent of even venturing 
to inquire why men in general will not realize 
what they ought to do at all times and why 
they don’t do it. They seem to be the ones 
who can discover causes for various evils 
existing. : . 


Strap Hanging Part of Life, 

“In all my years of business experience— 
first as a girl and now as a woemap--a street 
car has never been known to be built without 
a line, or pole, of straps on each side of the 
car for the convenience of passengers—in- 
deed, as I have grown from girlhood to wom- 
anhood strap hanging seems a part of my. 
life. And when homeward bound in @ crowded 
car (South Side Elevated) I stand hanging 
to a strap while one at the stronger sex re- 
tains his geat it is at such a time that Iam 
especially interested in the psychology of 
mankind, for when he looks up from his 
paper and casts a critical glance at me I see 
in his face the words; I got here first—wom- 
en should stay at home where they belong.’ 
It ts this selfish type of humanity that 
our city traction expert has seen fit to con- 
sult regarding the loop problem, and together 
they have concluded that women are in their 
way. 

However, inasmuch as women now figure 
conspicuously in the loop ‘congestioh,’ let 
each answer for herself the questions: 

„Why does she go into a smoker?’ and 

“* Why does she get off a car backward?’ 


Pushed Into Smoking Car, 


“Tired and hungry, at 5:80 p. m. she goes 
to the platform of the South Side Elevated 
Railway. company. She obeys orders at the 
station and is seen to step lively.’ When she 
gets on a car she has no time, therefore, to 
discriminate, and when once she 16 on the 
platform of a car she is positively obliged 
to go with the crowd—smoker or.no smoker. 
She finds standing room—perhaps a strap, 
usually not—she does not remember what the 
geeats in the train look like. When she reaches 
her destination the reason she usually ‘ gets 
off the car backward’ is because she hasn't 
room to turn about. 

“This is the almost daily experience of 
only one woman. 

“It would seem to womankind that in- 
asmuch as the ‘smoker’ changes positions 
often, and as we never know where to find 
it, there is no one at the stations to tell us 
whether it is on the front or whether it is 
at the rear of the train; and inasmuch as 
the South Side Elevated Railway company 
has it in,its power to place it wherever it 


chooses, may we not venture to inquire * if 


mankind cannot possibly get along without 
it for half or three-quarters of an hour dur- 
ing the day, especially during the rush hour? 
This method would surely prevent the women 
from ‘entering smokers’ and ‘tangling up 
the L. service.” Surely the public spir- 
ited man ought to be willing to make this lit- 
tle sacrifice for the g of all concerned. 
„Better still, in order to inconvenience 
mankind as little as possible, why not have 
separate cars for women? Then Mr. Her- 
eley’s chosen observer and informant would 
not by any possibility come in contact with 


women.

“TI recognize, however, the fact that the 
German system is efficient. When I was in 
England, Alfred Mosely told me German 
labor was advancing with wonderful rapidity, 
with much greater rapidity than Erglish la- 
bor, and he attributed it to the German sys- 
tem of industrial education. It was a reve- 
lation to me to. see the thoroughness with 
which a scheme of education was lald out and 
then followed to the end. 

But notwithstanding these things, I am 
most emphatically in faver of the American 
system. There is a freedom about our work 
which, while it may lead to laxity, I consider 
beneficial. There is little in the German in- 
dustrial schools that will fit into our system. 


Reinforce Present System. 

The continuation schools, on which I was 
quoted in Tug TrispuNE this morning, are 
different. They would not change but sim- 
ply add to our present system. They area 
good thing. It is one thing to train a boy in 
a trade after be has gone to work at it, and 
another to begin to educate him for some 
special calling at the age of 9 or 10 years. 

“The strict system of discipline, even on 
the playground, struck me unfavorably. It 
is akin to military. I did not see a child play 
during all the time that I was investigating 
German schools. 

“I was surprised to find the Froebel sys- 
tem was not popular tn Germany. There 
seemed to be but little interest in such work 
and I found few kindergartens anywhere in 
Europe, except in Switzerland. 

One of the things that impressed me and 
that points, I believe, to a possible improve- 
ment in our schools, was the prevalence of 
well trained men teachers. The best of our 
schools are as good as the best of theirs and 
the best of our teachers are as good as the 
dest of theirs. Our Chicago normal school 
is as good ds any I saw in, any. But, 
unfortunately, all of our teachers do not come 
from this normal school. 

We Rave a vast number of incompetent 
teachers in America. All throu he coun- 
try. there are teachers who learned to teach 
as I did, at the expense ot, the children. In 
Germany tbe system of training teachers 
and requiring certificates is so perfected 
that the average efficiency of their teachers 
is high. I also believe we should try to have 
as large a proportion of men teachers as 
they have.“ 


Everything Going Smoothly. 

Supt: Cooley said the recommendation 
which he tendered to President Schneider 
before leaving for Europe, but which was re- 
fused, and which he afterward left with a 
friend, was still in that friend’s hands, and 
might remain there indefinitely. 

There was nothing to that except my 
nealth was poor and I wanted to give the 
board an opportunity to dispense with my 
services if it so desired. My resignation was 
refused, and that was all there was of it. 

Everything is going along smoothly. I 
am here and ready for work. I have no fear

DEATH GLAIMS TONY PASTOR 


| Theatrical Manager Victim of 


Iliness of Several Weeks. 


HE CREATED MANY STARS. 


Many Yéars of His Life Were Spent in 
Advancing the Stage. 


New York, Aug. 26.—[Special.]—‘"‘ Tony " 


, Pastor, the theatrical manager, died at 10:06 


o’clock tonight at his summer home in Whit- 
ney avenue, Elmhurst, L. I. At hie bedside 
wert his wife, the latter's cousin, Mrs. James 
Stack of Boston; Mrs. Stack’s son Hugh, 
H. S. Sanderson, Mr. Pastor's business man- 
ager for the last thirty-seven years; and his 
physician, Dr. G. D. Far well. 

The aged theat rag: man’s ééath not 
unexpected. He was taken ijl Aug. 14 with 
general debility, and sinee that time there 
has been slight hope of his recovery, al- 
though he improved for several days. He 
fell asleep this afternoon at 3 o'clock and 
did not awake.

Began Stage Career at 9. 

Tony Pastor was one of the best known 
theatrical managers in the country. He 
was born in New York in 1887,.and made his 
first appearance on the stage with a minstre! 
troupe at the age of 9 years. A few years 
later he became a clown, and for fifteen 
years was a fun maker in the circus ring. 

As a comic singer, however, Pastor made 
his greatest success. He commenced his 
career as a singer of comic songs in 1861, 
and was so successful that in four years 
he had amassed enough money to get con- 
tro? of a music hall. For ten years he was 
manager of a music hall in the Bowery. 

In 1875 he opened the Metropolitan theater 
as Tony Pastor’s theater, securing such 
stars as Lillian Russell, Nat Goodwin, 
Francis Wilson, May Irwin, and others in 
their first successes, 

Had Secret Pension List. 

In 1881 be opened the Tony Pastor theater 
in, Fourteenth street, next to Tammany hall, 
and presided over it up to the time of his 


iilness. 

His loss to the theatrical profession from 
a sentimental viewpoint will de a great one. 
For many years he has engaged in a secret 
system of charity whereby he paid a small 
aum each week to some of the actors who 
helped him to his success, and who are now 
poor. He would never tell who these pension- 
ers were, but never a week went by without

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 26.—Seven and one- 
half tone of eggs, every one of Which is 
alleged by the United States pure food in- 
spectors to be absolutely bad, have been 
held at a local cold storage warehouse since 
July 26, pending an investigation as to what 
use it was intended to make of them. 

It is claimed that the eggs were gathered 
in an already spolled condition, in the vicin- 
ity of Cificinnati, and that they were shipped 
to Detroit to be used in the manufacture of 
fancy cookies and crackers. 

The seizure was made under the pure food 
and drugs act, which prohibits the shipment 
from one state to another of “ foodstuffs 
which consist in whole or in part of a filthy, 
decomposed, or putrid animal substance.’’

oo races as scheduled. 

In this the fair officials took the lead, urg- 
ing their case strongly upon the recalcitrant 
owners and pointing out the awkwardness of 
the situation caused by the balk in the pro- 
‘gram. Their efforts were fruitiess, how- 
ever, the owners remaining obdurate, and 
kor an hour and a half they refused to budge 
From their position.

The trusts which Mr, Bryan would 
suppress are those which are “ engaged 
in interstate commerce.” But the mere 
manufacturing of goods which ultimately 
enter into interstate commerce is not the 
equivalent of “engaging in interstate 
commerce.” If the United States Steel 
company were to ship to Texas and sell 
there rails it had made at Homestead it 
could be said to be engaged in interstate 
commerce. Not so if it were to restrict 
itself to the sale of its products at the 
place of production. No law could pre- 
vent the buyer of trust made goods at 
the place of production from shippjng 
his goods to his distant home. Any 
scheme which Mr. Bryan may have in 
mind for bottling up the products of a 
trust under his license plan would not be 
workable. 

Mr. Taft has as keen a perception of 
the evils of trusts as Mr. Bryan has. 
But being a clever thinker, a better 
lawyer, and a closer student of national 
industry, he is aware of the futility of 
Mr. Bryan's batch of alleged remedies.

That is the situation which makes 
every baseball “fan” in Chicago and its 
entire contributing territory alert and 
auxious. In New York the morning 
papers are giving the baseball story a 
place on the front page, so keen is the 
public interest. The crowd watching a 
game in the other big league is reported 
more intent upon the score board chron- 
icling a double victory over Pittsburg 
than upon the contest going on under 
their eyes.

It is just as well that it should be made 
quite clear here that the Count Marcel Veith, 
who is at the present moment involved in so 
disgraceful a cause célébre at Vienna, is not 
@ member of the Austrian aristocracy, nor 
to the German nobility, but owes his title to 
the fact that it was bestowed upon his father, 
Pius IX., in 1869. Moreover, the extremely 
beautiful girl, who went by the name of 
„Countess Mizzi Veith, and whom he is ac- 
cused of having sold to the highest bidder in 
the monde ou l'on s'amuse at Vienna, turns 
out to be not his own child but his stepdaugh- 
ter—that is to say, the illegitimate offspring 
of a German woman of the lower classes 
whom he marri@é while in this country.

Now a few words as to silver prices in 
Asia. Of course, if the price of commodities 
in India and China and wages there rose 
part passu with the fall in the gold price of 
silver, then trade between the orient and 
occident would flow along ag before. But 
what ane the facts? In 1894 Mr. Wetmore, 
the president of the Shanghai chamber of 
commerce, took the returns of the imperial 


board of maritime customs and analyzed the 


price of China’s twenty leading exports since 
1878. Mr. Wetmore showed that the silver 
value of gold from 1878 to 1804 had risen 
from 2,000 to 3,280 (this must today be over 
4,400), while the silver price of the twenty 
commodities had fallen from 2,000 to 1,034. 
The India o “index numbers in 1894 
showed almost exactly the same to be true 
for rupee prices in India for India's twenty 
staple commodities, 

Now as to wages in the east. I present the 
following table from the 1907 report ot the 
director general of commercial intelligence 
on“ Wages and Prices in India: 


Here we have practically no advance in 
rupee wages since 1875, although the price 
of silver has fallen more than one-half. I 
add to this the report of the greatest of the 
Indian railways, the E. I. R. Its index num- 
ber is as follows for unskilled labor: 

1878 eee clOO[ID01-190T ..cccccese- 1 
1394-1900 #9 

So that rupee wages are again exactly 
where they were in 1878, notwithstanding 
the vast fall in the gold price of silver since 
that time. 

I am aware that the difficulties in the road 
to an international settlement are hardly 
less great than the alternative to leave things 
as they are. But I believe that in the plan 
proposed by the late Lord Goschen when he 
was chancellor of the exchequer we have an 
immediate palliative which would restore 
the price of silver while safeguarding the 
gold standard. I shall hope at a later date 
to be permitted to lay this plan before your 
geaders. But in the meantime let me remind 
you where the best minds of this country 
were so lately as 1804. On May Lot that year 
I happened to be in Washington, and with 
the help of the late Senator Hoar I drafted 
the following cable, which was signed by 
the senators who had taken the leading part 
in the repeal of the Sherman act the previous 
year: 

The Lord Mayor of London, the Mansion 
House, London: We desire to express our cor- 
dial sympathy with the movement to promote 
the restoration of silver by international agree- 
ment, in aid of which we understand a meeting 
is to be held today under your lordship’s presi- 
dency. We believe that the free coinage of both 
gold and silver by international agreement at a 
fixed ratio would secure to mankind the bless 
ing of a sufficient voldme of metallic money and, 
what is hardly less important, secure to the 
world of trade immunity from violent exchange 
fluctuations.

| THOUSANDS TO REGISTER: 


$88,000 Acres in South Dakota 
to Be Offered for Settle- 
ment on Oct. 19. 


Western railroad passenger officials are 
anticipating an increase in their passenger 
business this fall from the heavy travel to 
the northwest which will be induced by the 
opening of the Rosebud Indian reservation 
in South Dakota. 

Announcement was received in Chicago 
yesterday from the commissioner of the 
United States general land office in Wash- 
ington that the remaining part of the 2 
ervation comprised in Tripp county and 
emounting to 838,000 acres, or about 5,000 
farms, will be opened for settlement and 
subject to entry under the homestead laws 
on Oct. 19. 

In 1904, when the first part of the reserva- 
tion, or the portion in Gregory county, was 
opened, 106,000 people from all parts of the 
United States registered for the drawing, 
and as the new allotment is nearly twice as 
large as the other the number of extra pas- 
gengers which the roads expect to handle 
dn this occasion will be even greater. 


Heavy Travel West Expected. 

Tripp county is located on the southern 
boundary of South Dakota, just south of the 
Biack Hills extension of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railway, and as appli- 
cants are required to régister between Oct. 5 
and 19 at Chamberiain or Presho, towns situ- 
ated on that line, the St. ul road is antici- 
pating a large share of the business and is 

red to run extra trains if necessary. 

The Chicago and Northwestern line, which 
runs south of the reservation, also expects to 
handle many of the homesteaders. In fact, 
all connecting lines from the south will de- 
rive a proportion of the increased traffic this

Motherless Waif Finds Many Real 
Friends Through The Tribune. 


If the charity workers in charge of the 
Tribune summer hospital at Algonquin pub- 
lished. a newspaper to chronicle the varied 
and multitudinous “miracles” and near- 
miracles that happen daily and hourly there 
the following tale, or more properly mira- 
cle,” would merit an “extra.” It concerns 
the restoration of sight to a little blind, 
motherless Polish baby girl, deserted by its 
father in Chicago two months ago and prac- 
tically left to die in one of the city hospitals 

The little girl—Rosemary is the only name 
by which she is known to the nurees and 
other attendants and patientse—was discov- 
ered by Tus Trisune charity ers 
through information furnished by a Chicago 
physician who became interested in her. 
The little one was “ nothing but skin and 
dones, to use a trute phrase, when first seen 
by the hospital people, and the advisability 
of removing her was questioned. It was only 
when the physician argued that all she need- 
ed was the nourishment derived from a few 
months at the Tribune hospital, and 
his promise that when she had gained suf - 
ficient strength he would operate on her 
sightless eyes that she finally was removed 
to Algonquin. 


Health Improves Quickly. 

From the firet day after she had inhaled 
the pure country air at the hospital on the 
banks of the Fox river the little waif im- 
proved wonderfully in health. 


hanced by her closed eyes and her general air 
of resignation, the little girl became a fa- 
vorite with all the nurses and pdtient&, who 
never tired of seeking to devise ways and 
means to add to her comfort. One woman pa- 
tient in particular -a victim of circumstances 
who was reduced suddenly from affluence to 
misery and consequent ill health—showed 
marked interest in the abandoned child and 
mothered her asif she were her own child. 

Her attentions were noted by the officials of 
the hospital, who finally proposed to her that 
if she would continue to care for the little 
one in the same manner they would make it 
an object to her financially, besides insuring 
her a home in the institution. Needless to 
say, the womanrigiadly accepted the offer, and 
the attachment between the two patients has 
constantly grown. 


Able to See Bonfire. 

A bonfire was started in the grounds of the 
hospital Monday evening tothe delight of the 
patients. Rosemary, along with the others, 
was placed in an advant position, sit- 
ting on the lap of her vate nurse. Sud- 
denly the little one clapped both hands to- 
gether and with an exclamation, of joy point- 
ed to the fire. It was the first indication that 
the little girl’s sight was returning. 

Yesterday Rosemary sat all day on the 
wide porches of the hospital “ catching the 
sunbeams and clasping her hands with un- 
restrained joy. It is believed that a slight 
operation will restore the long ebsent eye- 
sight of the little waif.

One 
dollar of the sum came from two little girls, 
Pearl Cunning, 624 Greenleaf avenue, and 
Florence Johnson, 630 Greenleaf avenué, both 
10 years old.

AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION

Organization of Law Schools Limits

Denatured Alcohol Demand. 

The production of denatured alcohol in the 
United States for the fiscal year ended June 
30 amounted to 7,000,000 gallons. The larg- 
est producer of denatured alcohol is the 
United States Industrial Alcohol company. 
This concern is owned by the Distilling Com- 
pany of America interests, and when thé 
company was organised it was expected the 
output for 1907-8 would be substantially 11. 
000,000 gallons. In consequence there has 
been considerable disappointment and earn- 
ings of the company have not been what war 
expected. 

In Germany the outpaét of denatured aleo- 
hol for twelve months was something like 
120,000,000 gallons. There the use of the 
article has been extended, and it is pro- 
posed in this country to increase the con- 
sumption by advertising the qualities of this 
character of alcohol. 

So far as cheapness is concerned, the cost 
in the United States has been reduced to 
a point where it has been made available 
in certain manufactures with a large saving 
in the cost of manufacture. 

According to Washington advices, inquir- 
les from the country regarding denatured al- 
cohol have not been numerous this year. 
It is realised there is a great deal to be 
learned concerning the product. 


Wabash Pittsburg Terminal. 

The first mortgage bondholders’ committee 
of the Wabash-Pittsburg Terminal railroad 
company announced yesterday that more 
than a majoority of first mortgage bonds 
had been deposited with the Central Trust 
company of New York under the terms of the 
first mortgage bondholders' agreement.

Upon maturity 
they will be redeemable in bonds. 


To Encourage New York Building. 

It is announced that New York financial 
institutions, including banks and mortgage 
companies, have decided to adopt the policy 
of lending money on real estate and build- 
ings with a view of encouraging resumptioa 
of activity in that line. It is proposed to 
place money for this purpose at a rate of 5 
per cent on ordinarily well secured loans. 
For several years New York City has experi- 
enced an extensive building boom resulting 
in the construction of extremely tall and 
ornate buildings. The cost, too, per cubie 
foot has been high and the construction 
high grade.
